Of this figure, over $18,000,000 


is being poured into new educa­

schools, or additions to existing 
schools. 


In one instance, a new ele­ 
mentary school is being 
built 
and already work has started on 
the architectural plans for an 
addition to that school.

tions at a total cost of $2,551,000, 


including equipment, furniture, 
and

The publicized escapades of 
the “ International 
Jet

craft and fly to Philadelphia 
for lunch, or Washington, D.C. 
for 
cocktails,

Vineyard for fried clams and 
a swim in the waters of Gay 
Head Beach. 
When asked to join a recent 
“ Piper Set” escapade, I grasp­ 
ed at the opportunity to sat­ 
isfy my curiosity and to do a 
bit of research, at the sam e 
time, 
on 
this 
xroup 
of 
“ flighty” individuals who have 
managed, so far, to remain 
out of the limelight. 
Despite the fact I had only 
a 45-minute notice before take­ 
off, I managed to be at Mor­ 
risville Airport at 12:15 p.m. 
where I m et my pilot and co­ 
pilot. Minutes later we were 
in the air in the four-seat Piper 
Cherokee whose width is no 
larger than a sports car and 
has about as much leg-room. 
Our destination — M artha's 
Vineyard, a tiny island west 
of Nantucket Island and south 
of Cape Cod, Mass. But first 
we had to pick up the other 
p a s s e n g e r in Doylestown 
w'hom we were flying to the 
Vineyard to his family. 
Although I ’ve been up in 
small planes before, this sin­ 
gle engine Cherokee was by 
far the smallest, and I must 
admit, I experienced a mo­ 
m ent of insecurity as the dis­ 
tance between the ground and 
me grew greater. Only for a 
moment, however, as I quick­ 
ly adapted to the altitude of 
5,000 feet at which we rem ain­ 


ed for the m ajority of the two- 
hour flight. 
The land below was a large 
fam iliar map and it was easy 
to follow our course wich ran 
aver Princeton, Statten Island. 
Long Island, along the coast 
of Connecticut to the M assa­ 
chusetts Island.

T. Sidney Cadwallader, Low­ 
er Makefield Republican com­ 
m itteem an, has reaffirm ed his 
view 
that 
Falls 
and 
Lower 
Makefield Townships should not 
be included in a single voting 
district for representation 
in 
the State Assembly. 
However, Cadwallader believ­ 
es this has nothing to do with 
the Pennsbury Joint S c h o o l 
Board. In a statem ent to the 
Courier - Times, 
Cadwallader 
stated his position: 


“ My rem arks 
at 
a 
Lower 
Makefield 
Township 
meeting 
were directed at a problem that 
involved the township supervi­ 
sors who had just agreed to in­ 
stall certain sidewalks to the 
satisfaction of our school board. 


“ Apparently this was to the 
satisfaction 
of 
Mr. 
(Milton) 
Berkes, Falls Township super­ 
intendent, and 
I 
asked what 
business 
did 
hee 
have 
to 
tell us how to run our town­ 
ship? I further rem arked I was 
opposed to the proposed new 
election district which was re­ 
ported to include Lower Make­ 
field (or a part of it) with Bris­ 
tol Township and Falls. 


“ I suggested that 
it 
would 
seem much m ore sensible, geo­ 
graphically, politically and eco­ 
nomically, if we were placed in 
a district with the rural middle 
municipalities. Nothing 
to 
do 
with the school system; nothing 
to do with Mr. Berkes’ “social” 
allegations. I still believe that 
Lower Makefield should be in­ 
cluded in some more logical as­ 
sembly district,” he said. 
“Set Record Straight” 
“ But since the im portant m at­ 
ter of the 
Pennsbury 
School 
District 
has 
been 
raised 
I 
should like to set the record 
straight. As one who, as a p ar­ 
ticipant, saw this system come 
into being and develop into one 
of the finest system s in Penn­ 
sylvania — if not 
the 
whole 
country, I would 
not 
lightly 
want 
to 
discuss 
dissolution. 
There 
are 
many 
extremely 
complicated problems including 
the law, the 
attitude 
of 
the 
State D epartm ent of Public In­ 
struction, bonded indebtedness, 
and the 
wishes 
of 
adjoining 
school districts. 
“ While in the light and heat 
that Berkes and his brethern 
have whipped up, many citi­ 
zens of Falls and Lower Make­ 
field might talk off-handedly, of 
how they would like to break 
away, this is just not practical 
or wise,” Cadwallader said. 
“ Unusual growth, particular­ 
ly in the Falls Township area, 
has somewhat changed 
t h e 
composition of the school board 
at 
the 
moment, 
but 
steady 
growth in Lower Makefield may 
one day soon tend to equalize 
the population factor. There is 
no more reason for seeking di­ 
vorce here than in a m arriage 
when the first difficulties have 
arisen. 
“The basic consideration here 
must be what is good for our 
children. We have developed a 
system that is physically 
the 
envy of the state, academically 
improving its standard 
e a c h 
year and effectively 
handling 
mushrooming growth in a cred­ 
itable fashion. We must be do­ 
ing something right, and I feel 
that the em phasis should be in 
discovering how we can be do­ 
ing more right and building a 
still better 
system 
correcting 
the few m istakes that 
h a v e 
arisen rather than seeking 
to 
throw our educational 
spouse 
out the m arital door. 
“Form A Committee” 
“ If Mr. Berkes wants to do 
something constructive, I sug­ 
gest he form a committee of 
c o m m u n it y leaders of all par­ 
ties to see how we can ‘get the 
system moving forward again’ 
to quote a distinguished mem­ 
ber his Party. It would seem 


the patent first step would be 
to take the schools completely 
out of politics. Milton’s and my 
concern should be only what is 
best for our children. 


“ As form er solicitor of Falls 
Board, I know 
most 
of

school board directors of all the 
boards personally, and at heart,

Pennsylvania State Police of 
the Trevose Barracks began the 
annual inspection of some 300 
school buses in the Lower Bucks 
area, yesterday. 


Headed by Trooper William 
Thomas, the buses will undergo 
a complete inspection which not 
only encompasses all inspection 
requirem ents set by the Penn­ 
sylvania Motor Vehicle Code, but 
surpasses it by including m any 
requirem ents beyond those set 
for other vehicles. 


Inspection Includes 


The school bus inspection in­ 
cludes that of fire extinguishers, 
first aid kits, flags and flares, 
fire axes, and special require­ 
ments for tires. 


The gauge on school bus tires 
must have a tread depth of at 
least 4-32 of an inch and no re ­ 
capped tires are perm itted on 
front wheels. 
The inspection includes all 
public 
and 
parochial 
school 
buses, either owned and oper­ 
ated by the schools or by private 
carriers.
